Narrative Type: INCIDENT CRIME REPORT 

ON 8-12-02 AT APPROXIMATELY 2300 HOURS, OFFICERS REPSONDED TO THE AREA OF RENO/MARYLAND PARKWAY IN REFERENCE TO 
A REPORT OF A MAN SHOOTING A GUN. THE SUSPECT WAS DESCRIBED AS A BMA, ALL DARK CLOTHING, WEARING DARK 
SUNGLASSES, SHOOTING HIS GUN INTO THE AIR. ARRIVING OFFICERS CHECKED THE AREA AND COULD NOT LOCATE THE SUSPECT. 
OFFICER BRIAN BRIGGS ARRIVED IN THE AREA AND SAW A POSSIBLE SUSPECT SITTING AT THE BUS STOP IN FRONT OF THE LAS 
VEGAS ATHLETIC CLUB AT 5090 MARYLAND PARKWAY. OFFICER BRIGGS INITIATED A PEDESTRIAN STOP ON THE SUSPECT. THE 
SUSPECT REFUSED TO COMPLY WITH THE OFFICER AND A STRUGGLE ENSUED BETWEEN THE OFFICER AND THE SUSPECT. THE 
SUSPECT PRODUCED A HANDGUN DURING THE STRUGGLE AND SHOT OFFICER BRIGGS ONCE IN THE HEAD AND ONCE IN THE CHEST. 
OFFICER BRIGGS RELEASED HIS HOLD ON THE SUSPECT AND BACKED AWAY. BACK UP OFFICERS ARRIVED AND OFFICER GARTH 
BAKER PULLED TO THE BUS STOP AND THE SUSPECT SHOT AT HIM, STRIKING HIM ON THE LEFT SHOULDER JUST RIPPING HIS SHIRT 
AND TEARING HSI RADIO MICROPHONE CORD THAT WAS ON HIS SHIRT. THE BULLET PASSED BY OFFICER BAKER AND BROKE OUT 
THE PASSENGER SIDE REAR WINDOW OF THE POLICE VEHICLE. THE SUSPECT THEN RAN EAST FROM THE SCENE DOWN AN ALLEY 
AND INTO THE CAMELOT APARTMENTS. HE FORCIBLY ENTERED 5020 MARYLAND PARKWAY APT. 2, WHICH WAS OCCUPIED BY JUAN 
CARLOS RODRIGUEZ. THE SUSPECT HELD RODRIGUEZ HOSTAGE WITH HIS HANDGUNS, REFUSING TO LET HIM LEAVE. 
APPROXIMATELY AN HOUR LATER, RODRIGUEZ WAS ABLE TO ESCAPE THE APARTMENT AND RUN FROM THE SCENE AND NOTIFY 
POLICE WHO WERE ON A PERIMETER ON MARYLAND PARKWAY. OFFICERS SURROUNDED THE APARTMENT AND CONTACT WAS MADE 
WITH THE SUSPECT VIA TELEPHONE. NEGOTIATORS WERE BROUGHT IN TO ESTABLISH CONVERSATION WITH THE SUSPECT. SWAT 
OFFICERS WERE ALSO REQUESTED. NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE SUSPECT EVENTUALLY BROKE DOWN, AND SWAT OFFICERS 
TACTICALLY ENTERED THE APARTMENT BY BREACHING THE DOORS AND FIRING TEAR GAS INTO THE APARTMENT. THE SUSPECT 
WAS FOUND DEAD INSIDE THE APARTMENT AFTER AN 11 HOUR STANDOFF. HE DIED FROM AN APPARENT SELF INFLICTED GUNSHOT 
WOUND TO THE HEAD. THE SUSPECT HAD BARRICADED HIMSELF IN THE BACK BATHROOM BY RIPPING THE SINK FROM THE WALL 
AND BLOCKING THE DOOR. HE HAD A LARGE QUANTITY OF EXTRA AMMUNITION AND A .38 REVOLVER AND A 9MM SEMI AUTOMATIC 
TEK-9 IN HIS POSSESSION. ID PROCESSED THE ENTIRE SCENE IN FRONT OF THE LAS VEGAS ATHLETIC CLUB AND 5020 MARYLAND 
PARKWAY #2. ALL EVIDENCE WAS IMPOUNDED. THE SUSPECT, LATER ID'ED AS GERMAINE FULLER, WAS TAKEN TO CCCME BY

DETAILS: 


On 8/12/02 at approximately 1125 hours, a subject later identified as Germaine Fuller had an altercation in the 
area of Tropicana and Maryland Pkwy. Reports coming in from Dispatch was there was an individual causing 
a problem in that area. Patrol officers were dispatched to the area at approximately 1128 hours, 2 patrol 
officers in separate black and white units arrived. During that time they came into contact with the subject 
Germaine Fuller. When the first officer made contact with Germaine Fuller, an altercation ensued and that 
officer was shot in the head and chest by Germaine Fuller. As the second officer attempted to make contact 
or assist the first patrol officer that officer was also shot at by Germaine and that officer was grazed in the 
gfculder area. Germaine then fled the area in an attempt to escape from the altercation he just had with the 
patrol officers. 

A perimeter was set up by all the responding patrol units and supervisors. It was determined a short time later, 
as the perimeter was forming, that Germaine Fuller had forced his way into an apartment at 5020 S. Maryland 
Pkwy. Apt. #1. It should be noted that Germaine forced his way into the apartment which was occupied. A 
short time later the occupants managed to escape and Germaine Fuller was seen and heard by patrol officers 
barricading himself into the apartment. Evidently some contact was made by phone with the suspect prior to 
Crisis Negotiators and SWAT arriving. During this time evacuation was started by patrol. Whoever was doing 
the negotiations tried to continue to have Germaine Fuller come out of the apartment and give himself up. 

This went on for some time and at approximately 0108 hours Lt. Mattingly notified Lt. Burns, the SWAT 
Commander and requested SWAT Negotiators to respond. The first SWAT officer on the scene was Lt. Burns, 
Call Sign 362Z, P#3170 - he was the SWAT Commander at the Command Post with a handgun. As the other 
officers were en route the entire SWAT then assembled as follows:

At approximately 0130 hours all SWAT Units were ready for deployment. A Recon team 
went out of Officers Fowler and Vanek at approximately 0135 hours. They were back in 
position at 0140 hours with a rough drawing of the target location. At 0140 hours a 
Containment Team was set out and was in position at 0145 hours. Sierra Units also went 
out at the same time, 0140 hours, and were in position at approximately 0145 hours. 


At approximately 0155 hours Sgt. Fletcher notified Lt. Burns in the Command Post that the 
SWAT Team had gained the inner perimeter and could release patrol from their function 
on the inner perimeter. 


The line-up using the front door as the #1 side is as follows: the #1 Containment Team 
behind the Peacekeeper was Sgt. Fletcher, Officers Hixson, McCord, Rivera, Dapra and 
Fowler. The K-9 Unit with the #1 Containment Team was K-9 Unit 5 - E. Kerns. On the 
#1 -2 corner away from one apartment down west of the apartment on the #1 -2 corner was 
K-9 Ofc. B. Johnson K-9 Unit 9. Rear Containment was set up with SWAT Officers A. 
Klein and J. Emery with K-9 Ofc. K-9 Unit 8 Tom Moore. To the east and approximately 
2-3 apartments down and an area away from the target was the #4 Containment Team of 
Ofc. A. Williams and K-9 Ofc. 628K Sgt. Fasulo. The 1-2 Containment in apartment next 
door just east of our target apartment on the 1-4 corner would be Officers Warren and 
Reid. 


With the team set up and the Sierra Units 1 at the position of 6 o’clock at 45 yards 
elevated, Sgt. Fletcher then told Command Post that the SWAT Units were all set and 
ready to go. 
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It is not known how long and who did negotiations, but at approximately 0218 hours 
Negotiators were calling in to the Apartment #2. During this time, Assistant Team Leader 
Hixson noticed that Apartment #1's door, which was just to the right of Apartment #2, if this 
suspect was to exit out, in less than 2 steps he would be in Apartment #1 which faced in 
an easterly direction, and if he was to get in Apartment #1 Germaine would out flank the 
#1 Containment Team behind the Peacekeeper. 

Ofc. Hixson also noticed as did other members of the Team that Apartment #1's door 
appeared to have been damaged from the height of someone trying to push their shoulder 
into it. It is possible that Germaine Fuller tried to enter Apartment #1 first and then the door 
was locked as it looked like it was hit by a shoulder of someone trying to get in. It was 
clear that he did manage to get into Apartment #2 and that is where we had him contained 
at this time. 

Due to the fact that he could open Apartment #2 and just take one step to his right and be 
in Apartment #1 we asked the CP that Officers Hixson and Fowler do a stealth entry on 
some windows that were facing south on Apartment #1. We requested that the two officers 
do a stealth entry, enter the apartment, secure the door to Apartment #1 so Germaine 
Fuller could not come out and get into that apartment and create another barricade in just 
a different apartment. Command Post okayed that and that was done by Officers Hixson 
and Fowler. 


Negotiators continued throughout 0222 hours and were making contact, they continued to 
talk off and on for some time. We were appraised of the fluctuation of Germaine Fuller’s 
demeanor throughout the negotiations. Command Post noted that he was agitated, at 
times very angry yelling. Negotiations went on for some time and at 0430 hours we could 
hear shots in the back of the building. We were trying to get Germaine to pick up the 
phone as he had not been in contact for sometime with Negotiators and as we attempted 
to bullhorn from the Peacekeeper we heard the shots coming into the rear of the 
apartment. Our rear Containment Team verified that in fact they did hear the shots 
towards the rear of the apartment. 


It also should be noted that a rear Containment Team said that there is some mattresses 
stacked against the windows in the target Apartment #2. This coincided with the patrol 
officers talking about Germaine barricading as they arrived. Also during our time when 
Negotiators were negotiating and we were just holding our containment positions we heard 
Germaine move furniture and make quite a bit of noise inside and we were figuring that he 
was doing some additional barricading into the apartment. 


Sgt. Fletcher and Ofc. Hixson requested of CP that the gas plan be formulated and they 
okayed the gas plan to be formulated, but not to be deployed for a while. Officers Klein, 
Kegley and McCord were the ones to be deploying gas. In the event the gas was to be 
deployed, the formulas were to be figured by Officers Kegley, Dapra and Klein. 
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At approximately 0430 hours the Command Post gave the okay for the gas plan to be 
deployed, as negotiations had not been doing any good at this time and Germaine is still 
refusing to come out. The gas plan was formulated and initiated as follows: the first round 
of gas was deployed from the rear by Ofc. Klein. The rounds were deployed to the rear 
first and then to the front area. The first rounds of gas were a total of 8 rounds of gas 
ferrets, 8 grams of CS each, a total of 64 grams. We then put a clock on the gas plan and 
told the Command Post that at approximately 0440 hours that gas was deployed. 

Now, it should be noted as the first round of gas went off at 0440 hours, Germaine gets on 
the line to negotiators and says stop we'll talk. The gas plan was stopped until 
approximately 0444 hours when Lt. Burns said to continue with the gas plan. Sgt. Fletcher 
ordered the gas plan to be implemented and that was when the total of eight rounds were 
fired. 

As we waited approximately 15 minutes the second volley of gas is authorized by Lt. Burns 
and Sgt. Fletcher tells Officers Kegley and Klein to initiate the second gas plan. Again, the 
second volley comes from the rear first and then to the front. The second rounds of gas 
deployed by Officers Kegley and Klein are again a total of 8 rounds of gas ferrets, 8 grams 
in each ferret - a total of 64 grams. The second gas plan is done at approximately 0459 
hours. 


Negotiators continued to ring in attempting to contact Germaine, but it goes to no avail. 
We were hoping to flush Germaine since he had weapons inside and we heard firing in a 
certain area of the house and hopefully the gas plan coming from the rear would allow him 
to exit and give up peacefully. Also, if we couldn't get him out, we wanted to drive him to 
an area we knew he would be at, so we left the water on hoping he would retrieve to the 
bathroom area. At 0509 hours we decided to shut off the water, so he would not get any 
relieve from the gas plan. This was done and again we waited till 0525 hours and still had 
no response from Germaine, either with Negotiators or willing to come out. 


Lt. Burns authorized deployment of a different type of gas - 517s. They are going to 
prepare to be dropped in directly to the front window of the# 1 side. This window is located 
to just the right side of the door and the window was originally damaged when we deployed 
the gas ferrets through it. To make it easy to deploy the 517 gas which is a double wall 
construction gas and smoke type of device, Ofc. McCord uses a 37 mm gas gun with 
wooden ferrets in it to break open the window further. This is done at approximately 0525 
hours and the glass in the window is broken additionally, other than what the gas ferrets 
had done previously. 


At approximately 0526 hours the Lt. gives the okay to deploy the 517s. A team of Ofc. 
Reid on the shield, Ofc. McCord covering and Ofc. Kegley deploying the 517s is 
approaching the window from the east to the west. They are on the #1 side coming from 
the 4 to the 1 going towards the 2 side. The 517s are deployed inside the apartment and 
the team drops back. The ensuing smoke and gas can be seen in the apartment and at 
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approximately 15 minutes later there still is no answer on the phone to negotiators, nor do 
we see any movement inside the apartment from the gas being deployed. 

Negotiators still try to ring in until 0706 hours when Lt. Burns gives the okay to breach the 
front door and see if we can now see Germaine anywhere in the apartment, as he has not 
picked up the phone, nor has he been heard inside the residence for some time. The 
Breach Team consisting of Ofc. Hixson on the shield as cover, Ofc. Dapra as Asst. 
Breacher and Ofc. Rivera as primary Breacher make their way to the window that was 
prepped on the #1 side from Apartment #1 where earlier Officers Fowler and Hixson had 
done a stealth entry and closed the door to Apartment #1. The three officers went into that 
apartment because they could open the door from Apartment #1, reach right across and 
place explosive breaching device right on the door of the target Apartment #2. This was 
done and set up and Sgt. Fletcher advised Lt, Bums that they were ready to take the door 
down and at approximately 0712 hours the breach team breached the front door. 


When the front doorwas open Ofc. Hixson on the shield could see that a massive amount 
of furniture had been barricaded between the bedroom that was towards the rear on the 
3 side and the living room area in the #1 area. There was a door that separated the two 
areas and the furniture was almost stacked as tall as the door. As we shielded up to get 
closer, we deployed a distract inside to make sure no one was near the front door. We 
then sent Ofc. Kerns’ K-9 dog into the living room area that we could see from the front 
door and behind the shield, and he did not alert on anything and he came out. As we went 
in further we could hear shots coming from the rear, so the team near the front door 
immediately withdrew back into Apartment #1 behind the shield. 


We then deployed another distract on the #1 side near the front door so another gas plan 
could be done. We determined that with the shots being fired and the areas that were 
barricaded and the doors that were closed and the movement not seen from the rear, that 
we had Germaine into the bathroom area that we had tried to when we gassed earlier. He 
either had to come out because of the gas or go to water, and it appeared that he had 
gone into the bathroom area. 


With this option we then had another team coming from the #4 side along the one side of 
D. Reid on the shield, J. Kegley covering and Ofc. McCord shooting gas ferrets from the 
#1 window into the kitchen area through the kitchen wall and the gas ferrets should 
penetrate in to the bathroom area. This was done because we realized that he probably 
had closed the bathroom door, sealed it off and no gas was getting inside the bathroom 
after the initial gas plan. He had done this probably between the 2 gas volleys and the 
517s that were thrown in the living room area which would not penetrate that barricaded 
area and the barricaded doors into the bathroom. 


Ofc. McCord fired a total of 4 gas ferret round, 2 - 40mm and 2 - 37 mm rounds into the 
kitchen wall that faced the #1 side and he was aiming towards the #3 and if it penetrated 
through the walls should land in the bathroom area. This was completed at 0735 hours. 
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At 0752 hours there was no response. Negotiators had not heard anything and there was 
no movement in the apartment. Due to the fact that this was a long call out in the heat, as 
the sun was rising, was extreme, we did a rotation of 4 officers at a time and tried to get 
the gas off of them and them hydrated. This was done at approximately 0930 hours. The 
Command Post advised us to go ahead and continue trying to get Germaine out, as they 
had been attempting to ring in and to bullhorn and all the times they were unsuccessful. 

A plan was devised to go to the rear, do a rake and break, get the gas into the bathroom 
that we thought he was in and also into the closet area that was next to the bathroom in 
the bedroom area that he could possibly be barricaded in. 

Also, we had a plan to do an explosive breaching of what we call gun ports from the 
adjacent apartment #3. These breaching devices would put up against the wall and they 
would make holes into the bathroom area and living room area of apartment #2 where we 
thought Germaine might be barricaded in. The plan was given to Lt. Burns, was okayed 
and Sgt. Fletcher started the plan into effect. 


At 0945 hours a rake and break team of Officers McCord, Hixson, Emery, Klein and Vesp 
are sent to the rear. They raked and breaked what glass was left of the window after it had 
been 37d with the gas ferrets. Ofc. Vesp using a long fire department pull raked the rear 
window out. Officers Emery and Hixson did cross coverage on the window and Ofc. 
McCord fired two 37 mm rounds into the closet that was partially open and into the 
bathroom door that was fully closed. It should be noted that there were 2 rounds in the 
closet and a total of 3 rounds by Ofc. McCord fired into the bathroom. That was 
completed at approximately 0950 hours or thereabouts. 


It should be noted that the rake and break team noted blood throughout the bedroom area 
and gave that information to the Command Post via the radio. At approximately 1010 
hours the breach team in Apartment #3 breached the walls and created a hole in both the 
closet and bathroom areas. An inspection pole cam was inserted into the bathroom area 
and at approximately 1023 hours Sgt. Fletcherwas advising the CP that he sees a suspect 
that appears to be laying on the ground in the bathroom with a towel or pillow covering his 
head. 


We decided to make entry and an Entry Team of Ofc. Hixson as #1, Ofc. Klein as #2, Ofc. 
McCord as #3, Ofc. Emery #4 and Ofc. Rivera as #5 make entry through the window on 
the #3 side that was raked and breaked out. Once entry was gained we cleared the 
bedroom area which had the mattresses in and around the area. We cleared the closet 
and found no one inside and we breached the bathroom door which appeared to be heavily 
barricaded with rags and towels around the lower part of the door. 


Once the door was breached and we had cross coverage on it we saw an individual later 
identified as Germaine Fuller lying on his back and a pool of blood near the bathtub area. 
The sink to the bathroom had been ripped off the wall and that was what was barricading 
the door and causing a great deal of problems as we tried to breach it. Also, all the towels 
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that we saw were near the bottom of the bathroom were also in view. There was a Tec 9 
weapon on the toilet. The handgun that we could see was still in the hands of Germaine, 
in his right hand laying on his chest. He did not have a shirt on and he was wearing black 
jeans. Ofc. Hixson notified via the radio to the Command Post exactly what he was seeing 
as we made entry into the bathroom. 

At approximately 1035 hours the residence was secured, a Tac-Medic and doctor are 
brought into the area and the doctor pronounces the subject dead. For the details on the 
doctor's name and Tac-Medics, refer to their reports. The scene is then frozen and it is 
turned overto patrol and detectives to further their investigation pertaining to this particular 
call out. 

It should be noted that no officers were injured at the scene after the initial confrontation 
with Germaine Fuller. The patrol officers were being treated at UMC. During the call out 
no SWAT officer, K-9 or out of perimeter officers were injured that we know of at the time 
of this dictation. No evidence was handled by any SWAT officer inside the residence. 

Other than what we had to clear to make our way in and out of the apartment, or what we 
did with the gas devices, distracts, etc. all evidence was left as it was found, including the 
location and position of Germaine Fuller. 

We then secured the scene and left the area. It should be noted that the Entry Team going 
through the window, Officers Hixson, Klein, McCord, Emery and Rivera and Sgt. Fletcher 
did a weapons count down for Homicide detectives at the Command Post area. 

No other information is available to myself, Ofc. Hixson, at the time of this dictation.

I. SYNOPSIS: 


On 8-12-02 at approximately 2300 hours, Officer Brian Briggs, P#6201, responded 
on a call of a man shooting a gun near the intersection of Reno and Escondido. 
Other LVMPD officers responded as well to ATL for the suspect. The description 
provided to officers was a BMA, wearing dark glasses, dark clothing, and shooting 
his gun into the air. Arriving officers were unable to locate the suspect, but 
remained in the area. 


At approximately 2317 hours, Unit 3H3, Officer Briggs, went out on a possible 
suspect at the bus stop in front of the Athletic Club on Maryland Parkway. As he 
attempted to interview the individual, a struggle ensued between Officer Briggs and 
the suspect. The suspect pulled out a 38 caliber revolver from his pocket and both 
men struggled over the possession of the weapon. The suspect was able to fire at 
least 3 shots during his struggle with Officer Briggs, striking him once in the chest 
and once in the head. Briggs eventually broke his hold on the suspect and ran for 
cover. 


Arriving back-up Officer Garth Baker, P#6061, saw the struggle between Officer 
Briggs and the BMA suspect and drove his patrol vehicle southbound in the 
northbound lanes of Maryland Parkway and pulled in front of the bus stop. As he 
did this, the suspect pointed his weapon at Officer Baker and fired one shot at him. 
The bullet struck the top portion of Officer Bakers left shoulder, grazing his uniform 
shirt and slicing through his portable radio cord that was attached to his shirt. The 
bullet then went through the passenger side rear window of Officer Bakers patrol 
vehicle, shattering the glass. Officer Baker then accelerated away from the 
shooting scene towards the rear of the Las Vegas Athletic Club where the suspect 
was seen running. 

The suspect was lost in the area of the Camelot Apartments. As investigators were 
on the scene of the shooting, the suspect was located at 5020 Maryland Parkway, 
apt. #2, where he had forcibly entered the apartment of Juan Carlos Rodriguez and 
held him hostage in an attempt to escape the police. Rodriguez eventually got out 
of the apartment and ran to officers that were on Maryland Parkway and notified 
them that an armed BMA suspect was in his apartment. 


Officers surrounded the apartment and awaited the arrival of SWAT officers to take 
control of the scene. The suspect barricaded himself in the apartment where he 
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was eventually contacted by hostage negotiators. After several hours inside the 
apartment, SWAT officers discharged tear gas into the apartment and eventually 
entered the apartment, finding the suspect deceased in the back bathroom. He 
died from an apparent self inflicted gunshot wound to the head.

DETAILS: 


On 8-12-02 at approximately 2300 hours, a call was placed to the Las Vegas 
Metropolitan Police Department indicating that a BMA wearing all dark clothing and 
sunglasses was shooting a gun into the air at Reno and Escondido. 
Communications personnel dispatched patrol officers to the area to check for the 
suspect. Officers Brian Briggs, P#6201 assigned as unit 3H3, Officer Garth Baker, 
P#6061, assigned as unit 3K4, and Officer Brooke Lavin, P#7049, assigned as unit 
1J14, were three of the several officers assigned to the event. 


Arriving officers began checking the immediate area for the suspect, but were 
unable to initially locate him. Officers made contact with the original PR, a Gregory 
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Charles, who witnessed the suspect possibly firing the weapon. As they were 
getting ready to clear the scene due to being unable to locate the suspect, Officer 
Briggs noticed a possible suspect sitting on the bus bench in front of the Las Vegas 
Athletic Club at 5090 S. Maryland Parkway. Officer Briggs lit the individual up with 
his spotlight and drove south on Maryland Parkway towards the bus stop. At 2317 
hours, Officer Briggs pulled up to the bus stop, stopped his car, and advised 
dispatch that he was out on a possible suspect in front of the Athletic Club. 


Officer Briggs attempted to make contact with the black male suspect, and asked 
him to step to the front of his patrol vehicle to be interviewed. The suspect did not 
comply with the officers requests, as well as reaching into his pants pockets several 
times. Officer Briggs asked the suspect to refrain from placing his hands in his 
pockets and step to the front of the patrol vehicle. He refused to comply, and kept 
looking around causing Briggs to think he was getting ready to run. Briggs walked 
from the drivers door area of his car towards the suspect and was attempting to 
physically escort him to the front of the vehicle, when the suspect became 
combative and a struggle ensued. During the struggle the suspect produced a 
handgun from his pants pocket and held it in his right hand. Both Officer Briggs and 
the suspect struggled for control of the gun. During the struggle, the suspect was 
able to shoot 3 rounds from the gun. One of the shots apparently struck the 
suspect in the left bicep, the second shot apparently struck Officer Briggs in the 
center of the chest striking his body armor, and the third round apparently struck 
Officer Briggs in the top left portion of his head. 


Officer Briggs felt blood rushing down his head and knew he had been shot. He 
relinquished his hold on the suspect and pushed away from him, and then ran for 
cover behind the bus stop. The first arriving officer was Officer Garth Baker, 
P#6061, who saw Briggs struggling with the suspect at the bus stop. Baker heard 
a shot go off as he was arriving, but didn’t know who had fired it. Officer Baker 
drove his patrol vehicle southbound on Maryland Parkway in the northbound lanes 
and pulled it to the front of the bus stop. As he was arriving, the suspect turned 
towards him, pointed the gun at him and fired one round. The round struck Officer 
Baker in the top portion of his left shoulder, just tearing this uniform shirt and ripping 
through his portable radio microphone cord that was attached to his uniform. The 
round continued through the patrol vehicle and shattered the passenger rear 
window. The suspect pulled the trigger several more times but the gun was empty. 
Witnesses remember hearing the gun clicking as the suspect pulled the trigger. 


Officer Baker saw the suspect flee eastbound behind the Athletic Club and into the 
Camelot Apartments. He drove his vehicle around the back of the Athletic Club but 
the suspect was gone. Another arriving unit, Officer Brooke Lavin, P#7049, 
immediately went to the aid of Officer Briggs, who was bleeding from the head. She 
took him to her patrol vehicle where she helped him remove his duty belt, gun, bullet 
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proof vest, and his uniform shirt. Medical arrived a short time later and transported 
Officer Briggs to UMC Trauma. 

Additional responding officers immediately began to set up a perimeter to locate the 
suspect. The perimeter was set up around the Camelot Apartments, which was 
where the suspect was last seen running. A short time later, at around 0016 hours, 
a Hispanic male identified as Juan Carlos Rodriguez, approached officers on the 
scene and advised them that a black male suspect armed with a handgun and 
possibly a shotgun had forcibly entered his apartment at 5020 Maryland Parkway, 
#2. The description of the black male subject matched the description of the 
suspect involved in the shooting of both officers on Maryland Parkway. Rodriguez 
advised that the suspect had a gunshot graze to his arm. 

Rodriguez told officers the suspect had held him hostage, refusing to allow him to 
leave the apartment. Rodriguez escaped out the apartment window when the 
suspect went into another room. Officers immediately surrounded apartment #2 
and began evacuating the surrounding apartments. At 0032 hours, SWAT Lt. 
Burns advised SWAT units would be en route. While awaiting arrival of SWAT 
officers, hostage negotiators made contact with the suspect inside apt. #2 at 0045 
hours. 

During the entire time the suspect was inside the apartment, he was heard to be 
moving things around inside the apartment and appeared to be stacking things up 
against the door to barricade himself inside. Officers observed him placing 
mattresses up against the door. During his conversation with negotiators, he told 
them his name was Germaine Ernest Fuller. Fuller also told negotiators that he 
may come out, however he never did. He also requested to talk to the rap star 
Snoop Dogg, to whom he was supposedly related to. 

Fuller was shooting his weapons through the walls at SWAT officers during the time 
they were attempting to make entry into the apartment. None of the officers were 
struck by any of the gunfire. At no time did any LVMPD officers on the scene 
discharge their weapons. As SWAT was preparing to send in a K-9 dog into the 
apartment, they heard approximately 2 more shots from the back bedroom area. 
No more shots were heard from inside the apartment after that. Eventually, SWAT 
completed their entry into the apartment and the suspect was fou nd to be deceased 
from an apparent self inflicted gunshot wound to the head. He was discovered in 
the bathroom of the only bedroom in the apartment. 

Crime Scene analysts and Homicide investigators were already present on the 
scene where the two officers had been shot. After SWAT made entry into the 
apartment where the suspect was barricaded and it was determined to be safe, the 
scene was turned over to Homicide. 
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V. CRIME SCENE INVESTIGATION: 

A. NOTIFICATION OF HOMICIDE SECTION 


On 8-12-02 at approximately 2330 hours. Detective Sgt. Rocky Alby, LVMPD 
Homicide, contacted Detectives Tremel, Hardy, Mikolainis, Wilson, and 
Sherwood at their residences and requested they respond to Reno and 
Maryland Parkway in reference to an officer who had been shot in the head. 
Preliminary information given to detectives was that the officer had been 
transported to UMC and his condition was unknown. 

Upon arrival at the scene, a Command Post was set up at the Von’s at 
Maryland Parkway and Tropicana. Homicide detectives were instructed to 
meet there and get briefed by General Assignment detectives as well as 
patrol personnel who had already arrived. After receiving the initial 
information, it was determined that Detective Tremel would be responsible 
for documenting the shooting scene and Detectives Hardy, Mikolainis, 
Wilson and Sherwood would be responsible for interviewing any available 
civilian witnesses, as well as any LVMPD patrol witnesses who had 
responded to the scene. 


The original shooting scene was in front of the Las Vegas Athletic Club on 
Maryland Parkway. The scene where the suspect was located was in the 
Camelot Apartments at 5020 Maryland Parkway, Apt. #2. 

B. DESCRIPTION OF THE SCENE 


(ORIGINAL SHOOTING SCENE AT 5090 MARYLAND PARKWAY) 
FRONT OF LAS VEGAS ATHLETIC CLUB 


The scene begins in front of the Las Vegas Athletic Club at 5090 S. 
Maryland Parkway, in the northbound lanes of the street. LVMPD patrol 
vehicle, #SE8704, which is a Ford Crown Victoria black and white bearing 
Nevada Exempt plates EX26570, is on Maryland Parkway facing north with 
the red lights flashing and the drivers side spot light illuminated. This vehicle 
was driven by Officer Brian Briggs. 


Northbound from the patrol vehicle is a CAT bus stop #109. There is a 
“Classic Selection” sport water bottle on the cement in front of the bench. 
North of the bottle near the north end of the bus bench is a pair of 
sunglasses, a handcuff key and a womans headband. There are several 
droplets of a red bloodlike substance on the pavement in front of the bench. 
The blood trail runs south on the sidewalk towards Officer Briggs’ car. 
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Northeast of the bench by the rear of the bus stop ad sign is another pair of 
sunglasses. 


West of the bus stop in the street is broken glass from the window of Officer 
Baker's patrol vehicle. The passenger side rear window of his patrol vehicle 
was shot out by the suspect. Behind the bus stop to the east is a red "Motiv” 
brand 10 speed bicycle with a child seat attached to the rear of the bike. 
There is a quart of Miller Beer near the front tire of the bike, and another 
quart of beer in a brown paper bag near the rear tire. 


Southbound from the bus stop on Maryland Parkway is LVMPD patrol 
vehicle #SE8607, a Ford Crown Victoria, bearing Nevada Exempt plates 
EX34081. This vehicle was driven by Officer Brooke Lavin P#7049. This 
vehicle is not running and the doors are locked. There are 4 nylon belt 
keepers on the hood of the car along with a plastic bag containing "Trauma 
Dressing" which was left by arriving medical personnel. There is a bloodlike 
substance on the left front quarter panel of the vehicle above the tire. Officer 
Briggs' body armor is on the ground under the drivers door of the vehicle. 
The body armor has a bullet hole in the center of the chest. A copper 
jacketed bullet was recovered and removed from the inside lining of the vest 
near the trauma plate. 


A bloody t-shirt is in the street west of the vehicle. Inside of vehicle #SE8607 
on the drivers seat is a roll of crime scene tape and a black nylon duty belt 
with the officers gun, baton, radio, maqazjnes^and handcuffs. The gun is a 
Glock 45, model 21, serial numberflHS^Hi There is one round in the 
chamber and 13 in the magazine. The magazine is a 13 round capacity. 
Both magazines carried in the duty holster have a 13 round capacity. There 
is also a LVMPD short sleeve uniform shirt and a rubber shirt stay (belt type) 
on the seat. The uniform shirt has a bullet hole in the chest to the right of the 
officers left pocket. There is soot observed near the bullet hole. Blood is on 
the shirt near the collar. There is a possible tear in the left pocket below the 
badge. The back of the shirt has blood on the collar and shoulder area. 


A plastic Jack in the Box bag is in the street south east and to the rear of the 
patrol vehicle. This bag was originally held by the suspect at the bus stop, 
moved by a witness who was also at the bus stop and left on the grass 
behind the patrol vehicle. Arriving officers moved the bag into the street 
when the sprinklers came on. 


East of Maryland Parkway behind the Las Vegas Athletic Club, in the parking 
lot, is a black and white LVMPD patrol vehicle #SE8860, a Ford Crown 
Victoria, bearing Nevada Exempt plates EX31573. This vehicle was driven 
by Officer Garth Baker. The passenger side rear window of the vehicle has 
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been shot out while he was on Maryland Parkway. The shot traveled through 
the open drivers window and then through the rear passenger window. 


(SCENE AT 5020 MARYLAND PARKWAY APT. #2/CAMELOT 
APARTMENTS) 

SCENE OF BARRICADED SUSPECT/SWAT ENTRY 

This scene is located at the Camelot Apartments, 5020 S. Maryland 
Parkway, apartment #2. This is north east of the original shooting scene. 
The apartment is located on the first floor at the west end of the building. 
The entrance to the apartment is facing south. The front door is missing and 
the window to the right of the front door is broken. The screen is on the 
ground. There are numerous canisters (wood baton rounds, 40mm ferret 
penetrating rounds, and CS gas canisters) on the ground in the parking lot 
and near the front door and windows. 

The rear windows and screens are broken out of apartment #2, and there 
are several wood baton canisters on the ground under the window. 
Apartment #1, to the west fo the target apartment, has a broken front window 
and holes in the front door. 


The interior of apartment #2 is totally destroyed. The only bedroom in the 
apartment is also destroyed. There is blood on the bedroom door. The 
small bathroom is where the suspect is. The suspect has taken the sink off 
the wall and placed it by the door to barricade himself in. The suspect is 
located on the floor of the bathroom totally covered by debris and CS gas 
residue, as well as a portion of the sink. There is blood on the side of the 
toilet. A blue steel revolver is seen in his right hand lying on his chest with 
his finger inside the trigger guard. The gun is described as a Smith & 
Wesson 38 caliber revolver, Model 15-3, serial #3K316. There is an Intratec 
model AB-10,9mm semi-automatic handgun, serial #A002997, sitting on top 
of the toilet. Several expended 9mm cartridge cases, bullet fragments , 
expended .38 caliber cartridge cases, live .38 caliber cartridges, live 9mm 
cartridges, a pair of metal frame sunglasses, a shirt, and size 10 7z shoes 
were recovered from the northwest bedroom and bathroom of the apartment. 
The handguns the suspect had in his possession were also recovered from 
the bathroom. (Refer to Crime Scene Investigation reports for complete 
location and description of all evidence recovered.) 


The deceased suspect has what appears to be a contact gunshot wound to 
the right side of his head with no apparent exit. He also has a contact wound 
to the left bicep. That wound appeared to be a through and through wound. 
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C. LOCATION AND DESCRIPTION OF THE BODY 

The body of Germaine Fuller was located in the small bathroom just off the 
bedroom, which is the only bedroom in the apartment. The suspect is lying 
on his back dressed in a pair of dark pants and white socks. He has no shirt 
or shoes on. Both of his hands are bent at the elbow and up near his 
shoulders. He has a .38 caliber Smith & Wesson revolver in his right hand 
with his index finger still in the trigger guard. There is a contact gunshot 
wound to the right side of his head with no apparent exit. There is another 
gunshot wound to the suspects right bicep. There is considerable blood on 
the floor of the bathroom under the suspect. His body is covered with debris 
from the walls and CS gas residue. Coroner Bill Gazza arrived at the scene 
and after examining the body he pronounced time of death at 1505 hours. 
Bunker Brothers Mortuary responded and transported the body to CCCME 
for an autopsy. 

VI. AUTOPSY: 



On 8-14-02 at approximately 0900 hours, an autopsy was conducted at the Clark 
County Coroners Office on the body of Germaine E. Fuller where the following 
persons were in attendance:

VII. INVESTIGATION: 


It appears from the evidence at the scene and interviews of available witnesses that 
a 911 call was placed to the LVMPD by Charles Gregory who indicated that he had 
observed a black male subject shooting a gun into the air at Reno & Escondido. 
This black male subject was described as wearing all black clothing and wearing 
dark glasses. Dispatch personnel had several uniform officers respond to the area 
to look for the subject. As officers were in the area, Unit 3H3, Officer Brian Briggs, 
located a possible who matched the subjects’s description sitting on the bus bench 
in front of the Las Vegas Athletic Club at 5090 S. Maryland Parkway. Officer Briggs 
initiated a Code Red and attempted to make contact with the black male on the 
bench. As he was trying to direct the man to the front of his patrol vehicle, the man 
refused to comply with the Officers instructions. 


Officer Briggs walked towards the man in an effort to physically escort him to the 
front of,the vehicle. As he approached the subject and began to talk to him, the 
subject produced a blue steel handgun in his right hand. As Officer Briggs saw the 
weapon, he struggled with the subject to gain control of the gun. Officer Briggs was 
behind the subject leaning over his back while grasping the gun with his right hand. 
The black male subject kept trying to bring the gun up towards Officer Briggs’ body. 
As he was doing this, one shot was fired from the gun. This shot possibly struck the 
subject in the left forearm. A second shot was fired striking Officer Briggs in the 
center of the chest and embedding in the trauma plate of his body armor. Briggs 
was unable to get his own duty weapon out without releasing his hold on the gun 
and the subject. The subject was able to raise the weapon up towards Officer 
Briggs' head and another shot was fired, striking Briggs in the left side of his head 


Officer Briggs immediately felt the blood rushing down his head and face and knew 
he had been shot. He released his hold on the subject and fled for cover. Arriving 
Officer Garth Baker, Unit 3K4, saw the subject struggling with the officer and heard 
a shot as he arrived. Baker did not know who had done the shooting until he saw 
Officer Briggs bleeding from the head. As Officer Baker pulled to the front of the 
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bus stop, the subject pointed the weapon at him and fired one shot. The bullet 
traveled through Bakers' open drivers window, striking him in the upper left shoulder 
and then breaking out the passenger rear window of the patrol vehicle. The subject 
attempted to fire several more times as witnesses heard the gun clicking, however 
he had run out of ammunition. The subject then fled east from Maryland Parkway 
towards the rear of the Athletic club and into the Camelot Apartments. Officer 
Baker then drove his vehicle to the rear of the Athletic Club to pursue the subject, 
however he had disappeared. 

Officer Brooke Lavin, P#7049, arrived and immediately rendered assistance to the 
injured Officer Briggs. She walked him to her patrol vehicle which was parked on 
Maryland Parkway and helped him remove his duty belt, bloody shirt and his body 
armor. All were placed in the patrol vehicle or left on the street by the car. Officer 
Briggs was then transported to UMC Trauma by ambulance. Officer Baker was not 
injured in the shooting but sustained a graze to his uniform shirt, causing a tear in 
same and a tear in the radio cord that was attached to his shirt. 


A perimeter was immediately established by patrol units around the Camelot 
Apartments in an effort to locate the shooting suspect. At approximately 0020 
hours, almost an hour after officers began to establish the perimeter, the suspect 
was located inside of 5020 Maryland Parkway, apartment #2, where a Juan Carlos 
Rodriguez lived. Information gathered from Rodriguez determined that he was 
alone in his apartment when he heard a loud noise coming from his neighbors 
apartment. Then he heard a loud bang on his apartment door, and saw the door 
open and in walked a black male carrying two guns. The suspect then slammed the 
door shut. 


Rodriguez indicated he tried to leave the apartment but could not open the door and 
felt the door was damaged . Rodriguez observed the suspect to have what he 
thought was a .357 revolver and an Uzi type gun. The suspect pointed the weapons 
at Rodriguez and told him to be quiet. He also observed the suspect to have an 
injury on his left arm and observed it to be bleeding. During the time Rodriguez was 
in the apartment with the suspect he tried to leave several times but could not open 
the door. The suspect kept control of him by grabbing him and placing him in 
various places in the apartment. Rodriguez escaped from the apartment by jumping 
out the window. He saw the suspect point a gun at him as he escaped, however he 
did not fire. 


After escaping the apartment, Rodriguez immediately was detained by uniform 
officers where he explained what was going on in his apartment. Officers notified 
supervisors who were on the scene and immediately isolated apartment #2 as being 
the location of the suspect. Hostage negotiators were brought in and eventually 
established telephone contact with the suspect. The suspect identified himself as

Germaine Ernest Fuller. During this time, the SWAT team was notified to respond. 
Once SWAT officers had arrived, they immediately took control of the scene. 

Communication remained open with the suspect, however he refused to come out 
and surrender. SWAT officers eventually had to deploy gas into the residence, 
which had no immediate effect on getting the suspect to come out of the residence. 
Over several hours, SWAT shot several gas canisters into the residence without any 
results. The suspect had barricaded himself inside by placing furniture and 
mattresses in front of the doors. Officers on the perimeter can hear shots inside the 
apartment. During this time, communications with the suspect broke down. At 
0443 hours, the suspect hung up the phone and communications with him 
terminated. SWAT officers decided to make a tactical entry by breaching the 
doors to the apartment. 


During the tactical entry by SWAT, they were able to hear shooting from inside the 
apartment, specifically the rear bathroom. At 0738 hours, SWAT heard the last 
shots fired from in the apartment. They also notified the command center that the 
suspect had barricaded himself heavily in the bathroom. At 1035 hours, SWAT 
officers completed their entry into the residence and notified the command center 
that the suspect looked as if he was dead. At 1041 hours, the doctor entered the 
residence and pronounced Germaine Fuller dead. 


After SWAT officers were finished at apartment #2, the scene was turned over to 
Homicide Detectives who were already present at the scene. The scene was 
secured by patrol officers and the focal point of the investigation turned to 5020 
Maryland Parkway #2. Prior to detectives and Crime Scene Analysts entering the 
scene to collect evidence and remove the body of Germaine Fuller, we met SWAT 
officers at the command center in order to count down the weapons of the SWAT 
officers who entered the apartment. This was done in order to show that not a 
single shot was fired from any of the LVMPD officers that were on the scene and 
had any close contact with the suspect Germaine Fuller. (Officer Briggs and Officer 
Baker had their weapons and magazines counted down prior to the suspect being 
located in the apartment.) 


Crime Scene Analysts Horn and Washington, along with Homicide Detectives 
Tremel, Hardy, and Wilson, and SWAT Sgt. David McArthur #3615, were present 
in the command center when the countdowns were done. The following SWAT 
officers relinquished and unloaded their weapons and magazines for the 
countdown to be completed: 


Sgt. Tom Fletcher, P#2942 
Officer Kevin McCord, P#2951 
Officer Darrel Hixson, P#3185 
Officer Manny Rivera, P#3881 
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Officer Avner Klein, P#4982 
Officer Joseph Emery, P#3936 

During the countdown process, all officers unloaded their weapons and magazines. 
All of the weapons and magazines were photographed, ammunition counted, and 
serial numbers logged. The countdown showed all SWAT weapons and magazines 
were still loaded to capacity. (See detailed Crime Scene report for descriptions of 
all SWAT weapons) 

After the weapon countdown was completed, detectives and crime scene analysts 
returned to apartment #2 to conclude their investigation, and remained at the scene 
until all of the evidence was collected and the body of Germaine Fuller was 
removed by Coroner personnel and mortuary attendants. Clark County Fire 
Department personnel remained at the scene also providing high powered fans to 
assist in removing the CS gas that had accumulated inside the apartment. 
Detectives and CSA’s could only enter the apartment wearing gas masks and 
protective covering. 

At 1711 hours, LVMPD secured the scene and the apartment was turned over to 
Lisa Keeton, managerof the Camelot Apartments, sothatthe residents could return 
to their homes. 


VIII. CONCLUSION: 


At the conclusion of this incident, investigators were able to determine that 
Germaine Ernest Fuller was the sole person involved in the armed altercation with 
Officers Briggs and Baker in front of the Las Vegas Athletic Club. He also was the 
lone occupant of the apartment during the standoff with SWAT officers. Nobody 
else had access to Fuller or the inside of the apartment during the standoff. All of 
the evidence inside of the apartment indicates Fuller was firing his weapon at 
SWAT officers during their entry, as well as firing the weapon at his own head and 
committing suicide as the incident came to an end. At no time during this entire 
incident did any LVMPD officers discharge their firearms at.or in the direction of 
Germaine Ernest Fuller. 


On 9-25-02 the Forensic examination was completed on the weapons that were in 
possession of Germaine Fuller. After a complete examination of both weapons and 
bullet removed from the decedent during autopsy, it was determined that the Hydra- 
Shok type bullet recovered from Fuller during autopsy was fired from the Smith & 
Wesson ,38 caliber revolver that he was holding in his right hand. 
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This report was sent immediately to Dr. Rexene Worrell of the Clark County 
Coroners Office who determined, based on this finding, that the manner of death 
to Germaine Fuller was Suicide.

Q. And you received a phone call? 

A. Correct, 

Q. About what time was that phone call? 

A. Probably 1, I’d say between 1 and 1:30.

A. Yeah, it was a direct line to the assignment desk. 

Q. Okay. How would somebody have gotten that-that line?

In Donrey v. Bradshaw, 106 Nev. 630, 798 P.2d 144, fn. 4 (1990), the 
Nevada Supreme Court referred to Exemption 7 of the federal Freedom of 
Information Act and recognized that law enforcement files are confidential when 
pertaining to a “pending or anticipated criminal proceeding,” if there are 
“confidential sources or investigative techniques to protect,” if there is a danger 
of “denying someone a fair trial,” or if there is “potential jeopardy to law 
enforcement personnel.” 106 Nev. at 636, 798 P.2d at 148. Exemption 7 is 
codified at 5 USC § 552(b)(7). Subparts (A)-(F) make law enforcement records 
confidential if disclosure “could reasonably be expected to interfere with 
enforcement proceedings,” “would deprive a person of a fair trial,” “could 
reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy,” “could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential 
source,” “would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement,” or 
“could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual.” See also Att. Gen. Op. 83-3 (recognizing the “legitimate public policy 
interests in maintaining confidentiality of criminal investigation records and 
criminal reports”). 


Here, the record(s) you seek are law enforcement records. LVMPD’s 
interest in nondisclosure clearly outweighs the public’s interest in access. Thus, 
they are confidential and must be withheld or redacted.

Medical 


The record(s) you seek are medical records and contain information, that if 
disclosed, would constitute an unwarranted invasion of a person's nontrivial 

privacy interest. 


In Clark County Sch. D/'st. v. Las Vegas Review-Journal, — Nev. —, 429 P.3d 
313, 319-20 (2018), the Nevada Supreme Court cited extensively to 
Cameranesi v. U.S. Dep’t of Defense, 856 F.3d 626 (9 th Cir. 2017), which relies 
on federal Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) Exemption 6. The Court had 
previously referred to FOIA exemptions on several occasions when construing 
the Nevada Public Records Act. See Donrey v. Bradshaw, 106 Nev. 630, 798 
P.2d 144, fn. 4 (1990) (Exemption 7); DR Partners v. Board of County Comm’rs, 
116 Nev. 616, 6 P.3d 465 (2000) (Exemption 5). 

Excemption 6 is codified at 5 USC § 552(b)(6), which makes confidential 
“personnel and medical files and similar files the disclosure of which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of privacy.” 

In Reno Newspapers v. Sheriff, 126 Nev. 211,218,234 P.3d 922, 927 
(2010), the Nevada Supreme Court recognized that an individual's privacy must 
be balanced with the public's general right to open government, "especially 
because private and personal information may be recorded in government 
files"). Later, in Clark County Sch. Dist. v. Las Vegas Review- Journal, — Nev. 
429 P.3d 313, 319-20 (2018), the Court adopted a balancing test in which the 
burden shifts to the requester of a record if the public agency demonstrates a 
"nontrivial personal privacy interest" including "intrusionf s] into a person's 
reasonable expectation of privacy, seclusion, or solitude." 

Here, the record(s) you seek are confidential and must be redacted. 


Ell 

Personal Identifying Information 


The record(s) you seek contain personal identifying information. 


NRS 239.001 provides that public records are open to inspection. 
However, NRS 239.010(1) expressly creates exemptions to the disclosure of 
records falling under various statutes, including NRS 239B.030. NRS 239B.030 
makes “personal information” confidential. NRS 603A.040 defines “personal 
information” to include social security numbers, driver’s license numbers, 
account numbers, and the like. 

Here, because the record(s) you seek contain confidential personal 
identifying information, they have been redacted.
